'I'hat  as  there  are  a  ipiantily  of  nnapjiropriated  1-ands  upon  Saco  River  al)()\e 
(!ol<jnel  l''i  )  e's  purchase  belouL^int;  to  the  rro\  ince,  and  )'our  Memorialist,  being  desiious 
of  |)urchasinL;  a  Township  there  for  inniiediate  settlement,  humbl)-  l)egs  he  nia)-  be 
allouH-d  that  liberty.

In  the  House  of  Reijresentalives,  January  23rd,  1764,  action  was  taken  upon  this 
petition  ;  and  it  was  resolved  to  grant  the  petition,  provided  certain  requirements  were 
complied  with.  The  townslii|)  was  to  be  of  the  contents  of  si.\  miles  stpiare,  to  be 
located  in  some  place  on  either  or  each  side  of  the  Saco,  above  the  township  owned  by 
Col.  Joseph  hrye,  pro\'iiled  it  did  noi  interfere  with  any  former  grant. 

A  liontl  with  sulticient  security  was  to  be  given  by  the  petitioner,  the  township  to  be 
settled  with  si.xty  good  families,  each  family  to  build  within  tive  years  from  the  date  of 
the  grant,  a  house  twenty  feet  by  eighteen  and  seven  feet  stud.  Each  one  was  to  clear 
for  pasturage  and  tillage,  a  sjjace  of  seven  acres.  One  sixty-fourth  part  of  the  land  was 
to  be  granted  the  lirst  Protestant  Minister  settling  there,  one  sixty-fourth  ])art  for  the 
siqiport  of  the  minister,  two  .^ixty-fourtlis  for  the  use  of  ilarvard  College,  and  one  sixty- 
fourth  for  the  use  of  the  town  schools,  and  that  the  town  within  ten  ye. us  should  have  a 
Protestant  minister  settled  .unong  them. 

june  6th,  17(14,  the  House  of  Representatives  granted  a  township  to  Mr.  Prown 
accoiding  to  jjlans  laid  out  by  liini.  These  plans  included  land  on  both  sides  of  the 
Saco.     '["he  township  was  to  be  six  miles  s<|uare,  exclusive  of  an  allowance  of  sixty-live 
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luiiulied  acres,  foi'  roads,  ponds,  bogs,  sa<;  of  cliain,  etc.  The  oiil)-  channjc  from  tliu 
original  j^rant,  was,  tliat  tlie  number  of  families  lo  settle  was  reduced  from  sixt)'  to  lifty- 
nine. 

After  a  nimiber  of  families  had  settled  and  liad  l)e;^un  clearinj;  the  land,  it  was  dis- 
covered that  other  settlers  were  clearing  the  west  portion  of  the  township  under  grants 
from  the  Slate  of  New  Hami^shire.  'I'hese  facts  were  leportcd  to  the  General  ("ourt  of 
Massachusetts  by  Mr.  ]>rown.  A  committee  was  apixiintcd  b)-  that  l)od\-  to  consider  the 
case,  antl  Mr.  IJrown  was  instructed  to  continue  his  imprcnements  and  to  rejiort  any 
further  distiu"bance.  The  annoyances  still  continuetl.  Upon  still  more  complaints,  both 
Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire  appointed  committees  to  settle  the  State  Line. 
It  was  fouiul  thai  a  large  part  of  the  township  si.n've\'ed  and  located  b\'  Mr.  I^rown  was 
in  New  llampshire.     'I'lie  State  bine  was  surveyed  and  established  in  March.  1766. 

In  March,  1767,  a  grant  ui  eighty-tive  hundred  and  forty-foLU"  acres  lying  to  the 
eastward  of  the  original  location,  was  made  Mr.  Brown,  to  compensate  for  the  loss  on 
the  west. 

.At  this  time  the  hind  owned  by  Mr.  IJrown  was  known  as  IJrownheld  l'l,uitatic)n. 
A  petition  bearing  the  date,  Decemljer  20th,  1799,  ^^'"'^  ^'^  '''^  begislatine.  pra\ing 
that  the  plantation  be  incorporated  as  a  town,  to  be  called  Dover.  For  some  reason  not 
known,  the  name  llrownlield  was  substituted  for  that  of  Dover,  in  the  act  of  incorpora- 
tion. This  act  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  early  in  i<So2,  and  was  approved 
by  the  (lovernor,  David  Strong,  on  February  20th  of  the  same  year. 

The  fust  town  meeting  was  held  at  the  schoolhouse  near  John  Miller's  on  Monday, 
the  hfth  da}' (jf  April,  1802.  A  warrant  was  also  issued  calling  foi  .1  meeting  of  the 
legal  voters,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  their  voles  for  stale 
otiicers,  and  the  transaction  of  other  business.  One  striking  item  of  business  at  this 
iirst  town  meeting,  was  the  vote  lo  raise  thirteen  hundied  dollais  to  make  ami  re|>.iir 
highw  ays. 

iiy  the  .Act  ot  incorporation  (jf  the  town,  about  twenty-si.\  hundred  acres  of  land, 
lying  within  the  original  limits  of  15rown's  grant  was  annexed  to,  and  became  a  i)art  of 
the  'Fown  of  l'"ryeburg.  'Fhe  west  Ijoundary  of  this  portion  jiassed  throngh  the  present 
\  illage  of  hryeburg  just  west  of  the  (Governor  Dana  place  and  crossed  Saco  l\i\  er  near 
Weston's  liridge.  In  1806  other  changes  were  made.  'Fhe  portions  known  as  Pleasant 
Mountain  Gore,  and  i'oster's  Gore  were  annexed  to  Denmark  and  Iliram.  .\  portion  of 
Porlerlield,  known  as  (Sutler's  Ffpper  Grant  was  annexed  to  Frowiifield.  Also  that  por- 
tion of  I'orlerfield  l)ing  west  of  Cutler's  Upper  Grant,  extending  to  the  line  l)etween 
Maine  and  New  llampshire. 

'Fhe  town  meetings  were  held  in  private  dwellings  until  1S15.     l'"rom  lo  1826 

inclusive,  they  were  held  in  the  schoolhouse  in  district  number  two.  I'rom  1827  to 
1852,  inclusive,  at  the  town-house  situated  on  the  site  of  the  present  building.     This  was 
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burned  in  1852.  From  1853  till  a  town  biiiklin;,^  w.is  erecled  in  1S61,  the  meetings 
were  lielcl  in  several  places,  at  the  stores  of  S.  li.  aiul  1',.  iJ.  liean.  and  Allen  \:  Weeks, 
also  at  the  stable  of  Dr.  J.  I'.  Sweat.  Ojmnienciiit^  with  1862  tlie  meetinf;s  have  been 
held  in  tiie  present  biiildiiii;.  I'ol lowinj,'  are  the  signers  of  the  petition  for  the  ineorpora- 
tion  of  the  'I'own  (jf  lirowntield  :  —

LOCAFFITIlS. 

TiiK  extreme  southeastern  part  of  the  town  bordering  on  the  l^)rter  line,  where  a 
few  houses  are  situated  in  close  proximity,  used  to  be  known  as  "  Cole  City."  Some 
fifteen  years  ago,  Mr.  Y.  D.  Osgood,  of  lioston,  bought  here,  ami  made  a  sninnier  home. 
'I'iie  picturescpieness  of  the  location  attracted  others. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Whitney,  of  Watertown,  Mass.,  built  a  cottage  on  a  knoll  at  the 
base  of  Cragged  Mountain,  christening  this  home  ''Cragmont." 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  E.  1).  Currier  of  Boston,  and  others,  have  also  loi  ated  summer 
homes  near  by,  till  this  section  has  become  known  as  "New  IJoston." 

Hy  the  road  from  New  Boston  leading  northwest,  one  comes  next  to  "  Durgin's 
Mills,"  then  to  the  Wentworth  neighborhood  ;  here  in  the  earlier  days  there  lived, 
within  the  distance  of  a  mile  or  more,  six  l^rothers  of  that  name  ;  also  Mr.  James  Brown, 
whose  wife  was  a  sister  of  the  Wentworths. 

'Fhese  old  families  are  all  gone,  and  on  these  farms  live  the  Stovers,  Diugiiis, 
Tibbetts,  and  Simeon  Faton,  the  latter  occupying  the  old  original  Wei\twortli  homestead. 
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In  tlic  same  part  of  the  town,  a  little  to  the  east,  is  tiic  lUakc  neigliljoiiiood.  'I'liis 
still  preserves  it-,  name,  as  several  ol  the  third  and  fourth  generations  still  reside  there. 

Tlie  sec  tion  Itetween  the  liiake  nei,L;lil)orhood  ami  the  top  u{  ■■  I  W  a)  "  ha.-,  always 
been  known  as  the  iiuxtcjn  Road,  tor  the  reason  that  the  ori-inal  settlers  eanie  from 
liiixton.      Anion-  these  were  the  Koyntons,  Sands,  'I'liorn.-,,  and  others. 

The  road  le.idinj;  from  the  lilakes  towards  hrost  Moantain  passes  o\er  Goodwin's 
Hill  to  MeriilTs  (  orner.  'I'hc  .Merrills  have  lonj;'  been  -one,  but  the  Corner  stifl  bears 
the  name.     It  is  here  that  the  i'lee  l!apli>,t  ('hineh  has  alwa)s  slootl. 

Farther  on  in  this  direction,  we  reach  C  'ott(jnboron- h,"  or  the  Cotton  neighborhood  ; 
the  name  still  c-xists.     Here  are  the  old,  well-known  "  Marston"s  Mills." 

I'he  Centre  has  alwax  s  been  so  called,  because  soiuewhere  in  the  village  is  the  exact 
centre  cjf  the  town. 

.\  road  leads  from  the  upper  part  of  the  \  illai,'e,  across  Shepai  tl's  River,  over  throu-h 
the  Notch.  (  )ii  this  road  lived,  in  the  Icmg  a>^o,  the  lirsl  Mr.  Tvler;  I. iter,  Mr.  Patterson, 
Mr.  Kin-sbur),  Mr.  Is.uic  Reniston,  Mi'.  Iln//ell  |ohnson,  .md  ollieis. 

The  ro.id  Irom  tlie  ('entre  tlirect  to  iiiram,  was  called,  for  man)'  )'ears,  the  new 
road.  This  winds  to  the  ri-hl  ■"down  round  the  im mnlain."  llrre  lived  the  I'oors, 
nni  -ins,  .ind  I  )avs,  some  of  whom  still  remain. 

The  road  le.ulinL;  northwest  from  the  Centre  intersects  the  main  load  —  so-called, 
from  beinu,  the  direct  hi-hway  from  the  mcnnitains  to  Portland  in  the  old  tlav's  of  staging. 
At  the  junction  of  these  roads,  the  v  illage  ol  Kast  liiovv  nlield  has  sprimg  up.  Here  is 
the  R.  R-.  Station.     Now  we  hear  "at  the-  depot"  insle.id  of,  "out  to  the  ni.iin  road." 

Aci'oss  Shepard's  River,  towards  l''rvei)LU'g,  the  old  f.imilies  were  the  P'essendens, 
Mansfields,  Millers,  ('lements.  Weeks,  and  Ciibsons.  There  was  a  locatiim  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  C(,)tlon  rcjad  with  the  main  road  known  as  "  lleech  Hill."  The  sthoolhonse 
here  used  to  be  called  the  "Cibson,"  then  the  "Weeks,"  .uid  is  now  known  as  the 
"  (  hiint  "  schoolhouse. 

i\cross  the  Saco,  towards  i)enmarl<,  was  the  Lord  district  ;  lieie  lived  the  Stewarts, 
(lees,  (k)ldthvvaits,  Perkins,  Warrens  and  Rortls.  Most  of  these  have  been  gone  man)' 
years. 

(  )n  the  road  toward  iiiram  acio^.s  burnt  Meadow  lliook,  lived  the  Howards,  Stitk- 
nev's,  ( 'olbv's.  llradbui)'s,  Woods,  and  l.itei'  the  Paines,  and  Hills.  'Plu  se  old  |)laces 
have  since  p.isx.-d  int<^  other  hands,  except  the  Slicknev  place. 

I'he  disli  icl  from  Rattlesnake  Pond  to  the  Hiram  line  has  alw.iys  been  know  n  .is 
the  I-.me  neighl)(M  luiod. 
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\'i  kv  soon  aflcr  llie  vnrif)us  families  had  settled  and  hiiill  lo<^  caliiiis  111)011  the  j^rant 
cif  1.111(1  since  known  as  lirou  nficld,  the  suhjecl  of  schools  cl.iinied  llie  allention  of  ihc 
siUlers. 

in  many  cases  ihe  mothers  and  older  children  seiAed  as  teacheis:  a  loom  in -one  of 
llii;  lar;;ei"  (  ahins  or  an  out-huildin^;  ser\'ed  as  a  school-room. 

i  he  Inst  huildin^;  erected  for  a  schoolhoiise  was  situatetl  at  Ivist  iSidwnlield  railroad 
ciossin;^,  ne.\r  tlie  ])resent  jniu  tioii  ol  the  road  from  i)enmark  and  die  ro.ul  to  I'l  jelmrL^. 

It  was  hnill  prior  to  the  incor|)oration  of  the  town,  and  in  it  was  held  the  liist  meet- 
ing for  liu'  elet  lion  ol  town  otticei's. 

In  iSoC),  a  town  meelini;  \\'as  called  at  tills  sciioolliouse,  wliich  was  near  Jolm  l!oll 
Millei's;  there  is  no  furlhei"  mention  of  lids  iiuildinj^. 

In  I. So:;,  the  town  \()ted  to  raise  lift)'  doll,ii-s  for  schools,  and  the  selectmen  ( joshna 
.\mes,  Cyrils  ln;^alls,  and  Lieut.  |ohn  (loodnow)  were  diiected  to  di\ide  the  t(j\\n  into 
s(  iiool  disli  ic  ts.  i  )islri(  t  No.  1  lie^an  at  I'imotlu'  (lihson's,  near  the  !■  rxehuri;  line  ;  it 
in(  hided  .ill  the  inhaliilanls  .ihoiii  laech  I  iill,  and  extended  to  Wilson  I  low.ird's.  it  also 
eiiilir.iced  the  neii;lil)oi  liood  of  josi.di  Sirring.  'I'lie  reconiiiieiulation  was  tiial  Iwcj  houses 
lie  imill  to  accommod.ite  the  inh.ihitants. 

'I'here  were  di\'isions  for  districts  No.  2  and  3,  hut  no  houses  were  Iniilt,  the  sciiools 
l)eing  ke|U  in  private  houses.  In  1S07,  there  was  a  change  in  the  town  lines,  as  is 
lecorded  elsewhere.  At  the  town  meeting  of  this  )ear,  'I'imotliy  Ciiljson,  i'',s(|.,  John 
S.iiids,  and  Nalh.iiiiel  Merrill,  were  ajipointed  a  committee  to  again  (li\  ide  the  town  into 
SI  hool  districts. 

It  was  then  that  the  Centre  District  was  called  No.  2,  and  here,  in  icSoS.  the  first 
house  was  built  under  the  new  oig.mi/.il  ion  ;  it  was  located  011  the  ridge  at  the  foot  of 
'•  Dug  Way  "  I  Iill. 

'i'his  sam<-'  )'ear,  district  No.  1  \'oted  to  build  a  house  halt  w.i\-  between  TimotliN' 
Ciilison's  and  Wilson  lloward's.  'I'his  location  was  iie.ir  the  homestead  of  Major 
StickiU')'.     ('riie  old  schoolhoust'  seems  to  h.u'e  been  destroyed.) 

'i'lieie  is  a  leiord  of  a  \dte  in  this  district,  in  iSn>,  to  put  .1  lock  on  the  school- 
house,  ami  also  to  allow  it  to  be  used  for  leliL^ious  worship. 

In  ( .SoQ,  distrit  t  No.  N'oti'd  lo  build  a  house  ne.ir  Andrew  Went  wort  h 's.  In  iSi  i, 
the  town  Noted  to  assist  district  No.  2  in  rebuilding  and  incn;.ising  ihesi/i-  ol  llieii  house 
so  that  town  meetings  could  be  held  then-.  This  stood  al  the  lorks  ol  the  road  in  front 
of  Dr.  Madlcy's.    'I'iie  hrsl  re(  ord  of  ,1  town  nu'eling  held  in  this  house  was  iSi  |. 

In  iSii;,  a  distric  t  w.is  lormed  iwleiiding  from  .Shep.ird's  l\i\ei  to  the  l''r\cbing  line, 
embracing  all  families  on  the  wi-sl  side  of  i'ldsl  Mount, lin.     'i'his  was  (  .died  No.  5. 

In  1S20,  distiicl  No.  I  was  divided  .ind  the  part  above  .\s,i  .Mansfield's  w.is  known 
as  No.  7. 
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'I'lic  first  mention  of  school  agents  is  in  1822.  In  1823,  distric  t  No.  1  built  a  new 
house  which  stood  near  the  location  of  tlie  present  building. 

In  I1S25,  disti  ict  No.  2  I  >uih  a  schooliiouse  on  the  l^ug  W  .ly  road  near  where  11. 
W.  Sea\e3'  ''^'^'s. 

In  1827,  tile  ttjwn  voted  to  let  eacli  district  choose  its  school  agent. 

In  183  I ,  on  account  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  present  division,  a  conuniltee  w  as

selected  to  rediv  ide  tlie  districts.  There  is  ([uite  a  full  report  from  this  commiltee.  .\t 
this  time  theie  were  fourteen  districts. 

In  1835,  district  No.  4  xoted  to  build  a  house;  the  location  is  not  gi\'en.  iiowex'er. 
'i'his  nieelin^  was  held  at  the  home  of  I'Len  Wentworth. 

In  1837,  Linother  district  was  formed  e.vlending  from  the  to|)  of  Dug  W'.iy  Hill  to 
bej'ond  the   farm   of  Charles   i'ogg.     'i'his  was  known  as  No.  17. 

in  1858,  a  schoolhouse  was  built  near  the  spot  where  (he  \\\-st  Hmwnlield 
post   oltice   now  stands. 


Ji'/:M/.\/sc/c\CES  ()!•  /!/,'(>  If. \ /■//■:/./) 
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111  1840,  llie  Cotton  district  \'Otcd  to  huiUl  a  house;  tliis  iiad  ])revioiisly  been 
separated  from  No.   5,   and   was  now  known   as  No.  6. 

In  1.S43,  a  district  was  formed  on  the  road  le.uUnj;  around  liurnt  Meadow 
Mountain;    known  as   No.  17. 

In  1S45,  No.  18  was  formed  consisting  of  the  families  Ijelow  llie  Sprin<;  -place 
on  tile  road  to  lliram.  'This  year  the  two  ('entre  districts,  Nos.  _>  and  14,  weic 
united. 

'I'liere  were  seventeen  school  ilistricts  in  1846,  desi;^nated  as  follows:  No.  1, 
The  lloward  ;  No.  2,  'The  Centre;  No.  3,  'I'he  Goodwin;  No.  4,  'The  lulj^comh ; 
No.  5,  i'he  Cole;  No.  6,  'I'he  Cotton;  No.  7,  The  15eech  Hill;  No.  8,  The  Lane; 
No.  9,  'i'lie  Lord;  No.  10,  The  Durgin;  No.  11,  The  White;  No.  12,  The  Hart- 
ford; No.  13,  'i'he  Calchell;  No.  14,  The  .\tlams;  No.  15,  The  (Juint  ;  No.  if), 
'i'lie  ,Sea\'e)' ;  No.  17,  'i'he  Cr.ini.  In  this  same  year,  No.  1  built  a  new  schoolhouse 
on  the  higli  ground  about  e(|uall)'  distant  from  liiirnt  Meachjw  lirook  and  the  road 
le.uling  to  the  Klijah  liradhiiry  pi. ice.  This  w.is  subsequently  bought  by  W.  11. 
.Sli(kne)',  mo\'ed  to  the  .Station,  and  for  tiie  past  twenty-five  years  has  stocnl  upon 
his  jjiopert)'  there,  near  the  present  "  Libert)'  House."  It  is  now  known  .is  "  The  Lillle 
Red  Shop." 

The  earliest  reference  to  teachers  is  made  in  1802,  when  mention  is  made  of  a 
|)etilion  lo  emplo)'  a  Mr.   Laton  as  such.     We  have  no  other  recortl  until  eight  )ears

\\\\\\  ids  team  in  ids  wooddot  some  cpiarter  of  a  ndlc  from  Ids  home,  he  noliceil  a  lioje 
under  the  roots  of  a  decayed  tree  which  curiosity  promjjted  him  to  e.xannne,  ajjpearances 
indicating  that  it  ndgiit  be  the  lair  of  some  wild  beast.  ,\fler  knocking  alxnit  the  entrance 
for  some  time  \\ilh(jut  any  eii'ect,  he  introduced  the  brad-end  of  his  goad  stick,  which 
connng  in  contact  with  the  hide  of  some  animal,, caused  it  to  utter  a  dee|)  growl,  and  to 
leap  out  of  the  hole  with  evident  hostile  intent.  Mr.  ihaclbuiy  sprang  lo  one  side,  .uid 
die  bear,  for  such  it  i^rovcd  to  Ije,  immedialclv  returned  lo  ihe  bai_k  p.iil  of  ihe  deii.  It 
soon  became  evident  that  llruin  was  not  the  sole  occupant  of  these  snug  cpiarters,  but 
th.it  liei'  l.unily,  consisting  of  two  iialf  grown  cubs,  sharctl  the  |)ia(  c  with  her.

IK;  ga\'e  the  fore- 
most one,  which  happened  to  Ijc  a  cub,  a  blow  wilh  the  a.\  which  forlunately  killed  il,  the 
second  cuIj  he  stunned  wilh  a  blow  ujjon  the  head,  aiul  the  next  blow  bicjke  llie  jaw  of 
the  dam.  .She  llieii  again  lelreated  into  the  den  giving  Mr.  Kradbur)-  a  chance  to  dis- 
p.ilcli  her  wounded  oil  spring. 

Ileallempted  to  force  the  old  bear  from  her  retreat,  but  wilhoul  .uail,  lie  then 
slopped  the  enlraiue  lo  the  flen  b)-  means  of  blocks  of  wood,  and  llu  n  wilh  his  a.\  made 
a  new  opening  just  over  f.er.  As  soon  as  this  opening  becinie  v  isible  fioin  ihe  inside 
the  eiiragetl  beast  sprang  onl,  leceix  ing  as  she  did  so  the  bl.ule  dl  ihe  a.\  updii  her  head, 
wielded  wilh  such  lorce  that  it  broke  tlir(jugh  the  skull  and  en  lei  ed  ihe  !i|-.iin.  'I'his  blow 
w.islwiie  lepeali'd  Ijefoie  she  SLiccumbed.  Rfr.  ISradbiu)'  iiiinietlialel)  Icjaded  his  three 
be, IIS  upon  his  sled,  and  tlnne  home. 

being  somelhiiig  of  a  wag  as  well  as  a  pioneer,  lie  left  his  loaded  sled  in  the  barn, 
and  going  into  the  house,  tidd  his  cliildren,  three  in  number,  to  go  out  and  bring  in  his 
coat.  Trained  to  habits  of  instant  obedience,  they  went  unquestioidngly,  returning 
immediately  in  dire  (.onfiision. 

The  lady  who  lolil  me  the  story  assured  me  that  the  |)assing  years  had  ne^  er  dimmed 
the  memory  of  thai  momenlary  fright,  or  llie  sul)set|ueiit  pride  ,uid  delight  which  she 
look  in  her  father's  wonderful  achievement.

V  falher  moved  into  town  in  the  spriiiL;  of  iSii.  Al  ill, it  lime  tiicrc 
w  as  no  scIkjoIIiousc  ill  this  district,  luimlier  two,  it  li.i\  iiiL;  Ijl-lmi  Inii  ni. 
Tile  liousf  was  situated  on  tlie  Mat.  on  the  "  1  )ul;  Way"  i\oad,  near 
wlici  e  II.  W.  Sea\  ey  now  lives.  The  si  IkioI  in  the  simimer  (jI  i  S  i  2 
was  lieUI  in  l)r.  Iladley's  house,  he  Inu  iuLt  j^one  ti>  lleiiniker,  N.  11. 
.Mehitable  lUicknai  t,ui_i;hl  the  school.  Keli;.;i(His  ineelinns  were  held 
heie  also.  This  Iniildiii;;  stood  on  the  spot  now  oeciqiied  as  the  resi- 
dence of  Mrs.  Julia  lle.in.  In  thai  ye.ir  a  town  house  w,is  huill  on  the  lillle  i.onnnon 
between  Willi. im  ( '.  Roue's  .ind  i''.li  11.  lie.m'.s.     This  was  used  as  a  sehoollionse. 

In  the  winter  of  1S24  the  town  house  w.is  burned;  D.miel  T\ler  w.is  leaeliiny  at 
the  time.  The  school  was  linished  in  a  room,  built  foi-  a  store,  atl.iclied  to  (lener.d  lie.m's 
house.  This  house  stood  between  l''li  15.  liean's  and  the  L' nivers.dist  (  hurch.  The  iie.M 
.schoolhouse  w. is  built  on  the  I  )ui;-  Way  "  ro.ul,  near  where  the  lirst  one  stood.  The 
hrst  teacher  in  this  building  was  Thomas  lieach. 

The  schools  in  those  days  were,  as  a  rule,  very  good.  M'he  want  of  suit.ible  books 
was  a  gi'eat  tlrawback,  a  dillicnlt)'  whii  li  the  schools  now  do  not  lia\  e.  Not  as  ad\  anceil 
scholars  were  prcnluced  as  might  ha\e  been,  had  they  had  the  piisileges  of  the  present 
time.  The  schools  in  winter  w'ere  crowdetl,  and  the  teaclieis  weie  obligetl  to  ask  some 
iu  the  adv.uiced  cl.isses  to  assist  in  teaching  the  sm.iUer  ones.  In  the  summer  it  was 
customary  lor  the  girls  to  carry  sewing  and  knitting.  J''.inc\  work,  such  as  lace  and 
cambric  for  neck  wear,  was  often  done  1)\'  the  older  ones.  If  the\'  did  not  lia\e  as  m.inv 
studies  as  desired,  they  had  lessons  in  work;  the  little  tots  of  four  years  were  trained  in 
needlew  ork. 

The  length  of  the  schools  w.is  three  monlhs  in  summer  ami  four  in  winter,  none  in 
the  spring  and  autumn.  The  tr;iveling  w.is  so  liad  in  tlie  winter,  that  onl)'  those  living 
ne;ir  b)',  ami  the  older  boys,  could  attend.  The  schools  in  districts  No.  i  and  No.  3 
were  closed  in  the  winter,  about  a  month  before  the  (Centre  .School.  Scholars  liom  these 
districts  would  come  to  the  Centre  and  so  (ill  the  iioiise.  When  llu  y  canu-  loi-  the  s.d^e 
of  learning,  this  was  no  disadvantage.  In  some  c;ises,  their  ;ibseiice  would  ha\e  been 
better  than  their  presence. 

During  the  winters  of  1.S34,  and  1.S55,  the  schoolhouse  was  so  crowded  that  .1 
division  was  made.  Lydia  S.  Il.idley  took  the  sni;iller  inies  into  the  ell  ol  Mr.  li.ings' 
house.  This  (ikice  is  now  occu[Metl  l>)'  William  Kowe.  The  ell  spoken  ol  w.is  imncil  to 
I<",;ist  ]>rowntiekl  and  is  now  the  residence  of  Ihadloiil  ( 'ole.  Ilehne  the  di\  ision  ol  the 
school,  there  were  more  than  one  hundred  pupils. 

'i'his  ilistrict  extended  from  the  preseiil  lesidence  of  S.imuel  W:irren  to  th.it  of 
Milton  Sea\ey,  on  the  Merrill's  Coiner  ro;id  to  where  Orlando  Weiitworlh  now  lives. 
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.iiul  on  ihe  "  Dui;-  Way"  road,  to  tlie  place  of  tlie  late  John  'i'horne,  now  the  residence 
u(  Mr.  Milhkin.  The  limit  on  the  Portland  road  was  the  Webber  Rowe  ])lace.  ( )n  the 
N'liti  h  road  it  extended  to  the  f)ld  Tyler  place. 

It  was  found  that  a  permanent  divisicai  of  the  district  nuist  be  made  or  the  .school- 
lioiiM- enlarged.     'Tlie  dix  ision  was  decided  upon,  and  made  in  thus  lormiiig  dis- 

IfKl  No.  I  |.  A  iiouse  *  for  the  new  district  w.is  built  on  the  spot  where  Mrs.  Piracleen 
iiiiu  lives  (o|)posite  tile  primaiy  schoolhouse)  .  Mr.  James  -Steele  contraitecl  to  buili^ 
I  he  iujiist',  but  died  before  it  w  as  linished. 

The  hrst  term  in  the  new  district  was  taui;ht  by  Ljalia  Hadlcy.  Later  a 
ixitlion  of  No.  2  was  taken  away  to  form  district  No.  i6,  iNo.  14  was  aj^ain  united  with 
No.  1.  The  sclujolhonse  now  occupied  the  primar)-  school,  was  built  in  1S53,  at  a 
cost  of  eii;ht  hundred  and  sixty-li\e  doll.irs  and  ei^ht)-  cents.  I'he  old  building  on  the 
■'Dug  W.iy  "'  road  was  used  as  a  cooper  shop  until  it  was  burned. 

.Among  the  teachers  in  No.  2  the  following  were  Medical  students,  |osiali  IJridges, 
.\nsel  llray,  Charles  I.ougee,  and  Royal  M.  .A\'er.  Stephen  Merrill  was  studying  for  the 
iiiinish)'.     'I'homas  lie.ich  also  became  a  minister.

After 
fifty  years  of  continuous  work  for  the  good  of  the  Order  and  for  their  uu;tt(>,  "  hriend- 
ship,  Love  and  Truth,"  the  Lodge  is  still  prosperous,  numbeiing  o\er  one  hundred 
members.  The  whole  number  received  up  to  date  is  two  hundred  and  sixty.  The 
present  secretary  has  held  the  office  for  the  last  twenty-five  years.

MAJOR  15FAN  AND  DAN. 

FRVICI'"  in  the  Madawaska  \\'ar  and  as  Captain  of  the  Leciuawkel  Guards 
was  a  slight  preparation  for  the  civil  war,  and  Major  Bean's  i)atiiolism 
did  not  allow  him  to  stay  at  home  long  after  Sumter  was  tired  upon. 
Thus  it  was  that  a  stageful  of  S.  H.  Bean's  recruits  and  Dan  with  us, 
but  not  enlisted,  left  Brownheld  one  October  day  and  a  little  later  found 
themselves  in  camp  at  Augusta,  a  part  of  the  Eleventh  Maine  rendezvoused  ilure. 
I  Dan  was  bound  to  go  any  way,  and  as  he  was  only  sixteen  the  Major  yiekled,  thinking 
he 'd  better  be  with  his  father;  this  accounts  ft)r  Dan's  enlistment  dating  Nov.  2d,  a  few 
days  before  the  Regiment  left  Augusta,  instead  of  Oct.  4th,  the  d. 13-  w  hen  "  we-uus  "  all 
signed  the  papers. 

Soon  after  we  reached  the  I'eninsula  the  then  Lieutenant  Bean  was  detailed  to  the 
()narter  ^^aster's  Dep't.  as  mail  agent  on  the  boat  running  frtjm  h'oitress  Mmiroe  to 
White  House  at  Fair  Oaks.  Dan  l)ehave(l  \er)-  gallantly,  and  was  wounded  in  the  aim, 
a  severe  tiesh  wound.  The  Major  succeeded  in  getting  him  ujion  the  boat  with  himself, 
and  when  Dan  recovered,  he  was  detailed  in  the  ( hiarlermasler's  department.  It  w  as 
then  1  lost  Dan's  sunny  but  indomitable  spirit,  missing  him  sadl\'  as  he  h.id  Ijeen  m\-  lent 
and  bunk-mate  up  the  Peninsula.  Dan  shared  the  foi  tunes  of  iiis  father  w  ith  the  .Army 
of  the  I'otomac,  while  the  Eleventh  was  in  the  Carolinas  and  h'lorida. 
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'I'lic  Major,  now  ("apt.  and  Ass't.  ().  M.  Vols,  served  with  the  Artillery  Reserve, 
Liter  with  (leii'l.  ("i.  I\.  1* mi's  hri^.ule,  in  July,  '63,  was  Q.  M.  of  (leii'l.  Jiaxier's  brigade 
,it  (letlysiiur;;,  and  in  Jul) ,  '64,  was  assigned  to  the  First  !)iv.  Fifth  Army  C^orps. 

in  Ma}',  'C)  |,  ihe  i'.leventh,  eominj;  from  iSforris  Island,  was  in  the  I'ir^l  l)i\'.  '['enth 
A.  (.'.  under  liutler.     An  oidcr  tliat  all  enlisted  men  on  delaclied  ser\ice  outside  their 
|)i\'s.,  siiould  be  sent  to  their  Regiments,  relumed  Dan  to  the  I'lle\enlh,  and  he  joined  us. 
at  llerinud.i  Ihmdred  May  21st. 

|une  -'d,  the  Rcginient  l)eing  on  j^icket,  the  line  was  assaulted,  the  eneni)'  breaking 
through  on  the  left  of  the  {'".levenlh.  Captain  holsom,  commanding  Dan's  compan\-.  by 
iiis  disposition  of  his  comiuand  on  the  ll.uik,  and  by  stubborn  resistance,  saved  the  Uegi- 
nienl  from  disaster,  but  it  was  costly  :  fourteen  wounded,  four  mortall)',  was  Com|)any 
A's  roll  of  iionor  that  ila)'.  Brave  I  >an  had  just  joined  the  Regiment  and  was  too  an.xious 
not  to  be  outdime  by  the  \etei'ans  of  many  helds  :  he  was  cautioned  b}-  his  cluuns  to 
(()\er  .mil  not  to  be  so  reckless,  but  the  brave  soul  could  not  bear  to  do  what  seasoned 
soldiers  allowed  themseUes  to  do,  and  he  fell,  shot  through  both  thighs,  aiul  was  borne 
lo  the  re.ir.  .As  Sergt.  Major,  1  was  not  on  picket,  but  hearing  that  l")an  was  hit,  1  g(n 
peiMiissioii,  .ifter  the  lighting  was  o\'er,  lo  go  to  the  held  hospital.  1  found  him  on  a 
stretcher,  bearing  his  pain  without  a  murmur. 

(ioing  b.u  k  lo  the  keginieut  without  much  encouragement  from  the  Surgeon,  1  wrote 
liis  father,  whogot  K  a\  e  to  visit  1  lampion  l  lospital,  but  when  he  reached  tiiere,  found  onl\- 
iiis  boy's  grave,  he  had  died  on  the  sixth.  'I'hus  perished  one  of  the  bravest  and  bright- 
est of  the  sons  of  lirownlield,  and  Daniel  A.  ISean  I'osl,  ('■.  A.  R.,  (  ould  not  bear  a 
prouder  name. 

The  Major  went  through  that  campaign  as  brigade  Q.  M.,  and  in  Mar., '65,  was  (KM. 
of  the  hrst  Div.  I'iflh  .\.  C.  in  the  last  campaign  after  T.ee.  In  June  he  w.is  ordrred  W  est 
and  served  as  .\.  (K  ^[.  and  .\.  ('.  S.  at  Fort  Ilallack,  now  W)oming,  till  Dec.,  then  alter 
a  short  service  at  Denver,  ('ol.,  closed  his  military  career.  He  w.)s  brevetled  Mar.  13th, 
Ti:;,  i\l;|jor  and  A.  (K  M.  "for  faithful  and  meritorious  services  during  the  war.'" 

He  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  (ien.  Chamberlain  and  all  the  ofiicers  with  whom  i)c 
served.  The  writer  went  to  school  to  him,  ser\ed  in  the  Fleventh  with  him,  .uu!  in  the 
( ).  M.  Dept.  from  i''eb.  lo  Dec.,  ^(^^y  was  his  confidential  clerk',  and  cm  knowingh'  and 
feelingl)'  testify  lo  his  rare  qualilies.  Iiis  duties  seldom  brouglil  him  undei'  liii',  but  at 
such  times  he  was  absolutely  Cdol  and  fearless.  Spotless  in  character,  be.iiing  under  ,1 
somewhat  careless  exterior  a  hue  jxietic  nature,  he  commanded  an  attachment  wliit  li  linds 
expression  in  this  tribute  lo  his  lofty  cjualities  of  heart  and  mind.  Major  lieau  and  D,in 
now  clasp  hands  in  the  beyond.

On  one  of  those  trips  he  came  near  perishing;  it  was  when  the  snow  was  on 
the  ground,  he  l(jst  his  wa)-  on  the  '•|:)lains"  and  after  trying  in  \.un  to  hud  his  way 
b.i<  k  to  the  road  and  night  setting  in,  he  began  calling  for  help.  I'he  lladlev  boys 
by  mere  cliance  lieartl  the  call  of  some  one  in  distress  and  recogiii/iiig  the  \oice  went 
in  search  of  him. 

His  io_tth  birthday  was  cele])rated  at  Mr.  .Mansfield's  and  a  large  com|)any 
gathered  for  the  occasion.  He  enterlainetl  them  for  a  little  w  hile  by  d.iiu  iiig  to 
the  music  of  .\bner  Gee's  "fiddle."  He  w.is  as  light  .uul  agile  .is  .1  much  younger 
person. 

Lancaster  had  a  host  of  friends  and  is  kiiidl\'  remembered  b\-  those  who  used  to 
know  him.

Revs,  joshua 
and  Horatio  Merrill  were  prominent  Congregational  clergymen  in  other  i)arts  of  the  state. 
Rev.  Samuel  Merrill,  though  not  a  native  of  the  town,  was  a  resident  here  for  some  time 
before  he  studied  for  the  ministry.  Rev.  Zachariah  ("lihson  was  a  successful  Methodist 
cleigyman;  he  l.ibored  chiell)'  in  Kennebec  Count)'.  llis  son.  Rev.  f,ul lier  .Sampson 
Gibson,  graduated  from  Nassau  liall,  N.  J. —  now  Princeton  (  olh  ge  ~  and  from  the 
Princeton  Theological  Sennnar)',  travided  for  tl^e  .Ameiicau  Sund.i)  .Si  hool  Cuion,  uas 
settled  in  Houston,  Te.xas,  died  in  Philadelphia  Penn.,  in  1853,  dui  ing  the  Presb\ l(  i  ian 
Synod  to  which  he  w.is  a  delegate.  Rev.  l''rank  V..  Barton  is  at  present  ser\  ing  \  i  suc- 
cessfully in  the  I 'ni\ ersalist  chun  h  at  Ketliel ;  he  is  a  graduate  from  Canton,  New 
York.

Leslie,  son  of  (leorj^e  Goldthwait.  now  of 
Feabody,  Mass.,  is  a  graduate  of  the  .\ew  luij^land  Conservatory,  l;osion,  and  a  profes- 
sional musician.  Afaud,  daughter  of  Nel.sou  Coklthwait  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  is  an 
accomplished  j»ianist. 

Mr.  Abner  (lee,  who  used  to  live  on  the  Denmark  roail,  where  Albert  and  Charles 
Hill  now  reside,  was  a  familiar  figine  as,  with  hi.s  fulille,  "  he  m.ide  nuisic  for  those  who 
"tripped  the  light  fantastic  toe." 

Zachariah  Miller,  Jr.,  used  to  play  the  violin  well,  for  one  untrained  and  often  at  the 
twilight  hour  made  music  for  tiie  village  people  at  East  lirownlield. 

Years  ago  the  singing  school  was  one  of  the  chief  diversions  of  the  winter.  Mr. 
Savage  was  one  of  the  older  teachers,  later  David  liean  antl  Ch,irles  (iohlthwait  conilucted 
schools. 

The  church  choir  formed  an  important  |)ai  t  in  the  Sunda)'  service.  In  tiie  mind's 
eye,  can  we  not  see  the  "  singing  seats  "  at  the  left  of  tin-  pulpit  in  the  old  ( 'ongregaiional 
church  which  is  now  the  Grannnar  schoolhouse,  lilled  with  '■  singers  "  and  Mr.  Coltlthwait 
with  his  bass  \  iol  conducting  the  music?

Eliza  Sweat,  the  alto  of  Mrs.  Mary  IJean  ami  Marei.!  Ceri)-,  while  the  pic  ture  may  be 
filled  in  with  Cyrus  and  Mary  Wentworth,  .Mrs.  Mary  Howaril,  ],i//ie  ami  ()isina  (lerrw 
Caroline  and  A\ilda  Coldth wait.-  'I'liere  were  many  others  Irom  time  to  time,  but 
after  the  lapse  of  more  than  hfty  years,  all  are  not  recalled.

N  tlie  early  records  at  West  lialdw  iii  are  found  llie  follow inj;  : 

'I'owarci  the  latter  end  of  the  yeai  iSc,  Rev.  Asa  ilealh, 
then  residing  on  the  I'alinuutli  circnit,  made  an  excursion  into 
a  part  of  Conway  and  preached  several  times,  but  willi  little 
app.irenl  success.  On  his  retuin.  he  pre. u  lied  in  l!io\\nlield 
and  a  number  were  spiiilually  fiwakened.  September  y  tl,  •''^o3_ 
a  society  was  formed  and  annexed  to  Falmouth  circuit. 
In  the  early^part  of  1806,  Louis  IJates  preached  several  times.  Near  the  close  of 
the  s.ime  year  Rev.  Kben  Newell  and  Hesiki.ih  I'ield  made  occasional  visits  from  Centre 
Harljor  to  Conwa\'  and  Rrowntield.  and  c(jntinued  to  jireach  until  a  shoit  time  previous 
to  the  meetinji  of  the  New  Kn^l.ind  Conteieiue,  in  lloslon,  June  isl,  1X07.  and  receixed 
a  number  into  the  Society.

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UK  UrownfieUl  Youn-^  I'eople's  Sociely  of  Cliiisli.m  Kiideavor  w:is 
oij^Miiized  July  24111,  1890.  It  was  tlie  result  of  tlic  efforts  of  Rev. 
I'  l  ank  \V.  I  )avis,  then  a  student  ill  the  lianj^or  'l"licolo<,Mcal  Seminary, 
and  supi)lyin<,Mli.'  jMilpit  ol  ilie  Consrejjatioiial  CInirch  of  Hrow nfield 

during  tlie  summer  montli-.  of  tiial  year. 

At  the  nieetinj;  for  organization,  twelve  young  people  signed  the 
Constitution,  as  active  members,  and  eight  as  associate,  and  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  cliosen  to  serve  for  six  months:   President.  I-"rank  W. 
D.ivis;  Xice-I'resicient,  (leorge  Haley;  (  Orresijonding  Secretary,  W  liil- 
maii  Stickney;  Kecorcling  Secretary,  Avilda  I'essenden  ;  'I'rcasiuer,  Charlo  Hill. 

During  his  stay  Mr.  Davis  was  untiring  in  his  cfforls  to  increase  the  interest  in,  and 
menihership  of  the  Societ)'.  After  his  return  to  his  student  work,  although  greatly 
missed,  the  interest  in  (Christian  work  whic  h  he  had  helped  lo  kindle  among  the  young 
l^eoj^le  continued  to  increase. 

New  members  were  added  during  the  first  year,  bringing  the  uiembership  at  the 
clo.se,  up  lo  thirl y-four,  nineteen  active  and  fifteen  as.sociate. 

The  second  anniversary  of  the  Society,  was  observed  at  a  public  meeling  in  whic  h 
we  were  joined  by  several  members  from  the  Hiram  Sociely.  Mr.  l)a\is  was  presenl  on 
that  occasion.  He  added  to  the  inleresl  of  the  meeting  b)-  giving  a  report  of  the 
International  Conxention  held  just  b(.'fore  in  New  \'oik,  whic  h  lu-  li.ul  altendi-d.  The 
meeling  was  followed  by  an  informal  social  at  ihe  home  of  the  p.isior.  Rev.  I'..  1'. 
Eastman. 

In  i(Scj3,a  Local  llninn  was  formed,  consisting  of  the  Denmark,  Hir.im.  and  l!ic>wn- 
field  .S(jcielies.  It  was  called  the  West  Oxford  Local  Union  of  Chiislian  Endeavor. 
The  first  meeting  was  held  m  Hiram  in  June  of  that  year.  Other  societies  iiave  joined 
ihe  Union  since  ils  organization,  and  at  the  |)iesent  time  it  comprises  six  societies,  thcjse 
of  I'  ryeburg,  ( "cjn  wa)  ,  and  Sebago,  having  been  added  to  the  original  number.  The  name 
has  been  changed  to  the  S.ico  Valley  Local  Union  of  Christian  Endea\(ir.  Its  meetings 
are  held  cpiarterly  in  the  difterent  towns  whose  societies  comprise  the  Union,  'i'he 
Hrownfield  Society  has  lieen  well  represented  at  nearly  all  of  ils  meetings,  and  has 
twice  entertained  the  Union,  once  in  february,  iSc^^,  and  .ig.iin  in  \o\  ember,  i.S()5. 

Our  Sociely  has  been  repn  sc  nled  at  three  I  ntcinat  ional  Ci  nu  cnl  ic  >ns.  .\l  Mi.niir.il, 
in  iSfj3,  Hrownlield  had  three  delegates,  two  .it  Clesel.ind,  Ohio,  in  iSi)),  .nul  m\  ,il 
Hoslon,  in  i'S<j5.  After  the  return  of  the  bostoii  delegates,  an  lu  ho"  meeling  w.is  held, 
at  which  some  of  the  ■"good  things"  of  the  convention  were  .served  up  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  were  unable  to  attend. 
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'riie  oli-inal  constitution  of  the  Sotiely  has  hccn  revised  somewhat,  so  that  in 
some  ways  it  better  meets  tiie  needs  ol  liie  meniijers  al  tlie  present  time.  An 
honorary  memhership  list  lias  also  been  addetl,  whicii  numbers  twelve.  'I'lie  active 
memijership  has  been  somewhat  leduced,  owinj^  to  several  removals  from  town  ;  some 
wiio  are  unable  to  attend  the  prayer  meetinj^s  have,  by  recpiest,  been  transferred 
from  active  t(j  honorary  members.  At  this  wrilin<^  the  active  membership  numbers 
nineteen,  and  the  associate,  hfteen.  'I'he  ol'ticers  of  the  .Societv  are  ncjvv  eiectetl'annu.dly. 
with  the  exception  of  the  c  (jrrespondini;  sec  ret.ir}'.  This  ol'ltce  was  held  by  W.  C 
Stickney  until  i.S(jt,  when  it  was  ^iven  to  I'red  W.  Slickne)',  who  still  holds  it. 

'The  Societv  has  done  something  every  )ear  in  the  line  of  missions,  the  money  for 
tiiis  work  jjcing  raised  among  ti  e  members;  for  several  years  it  has  contributed  towards 
cliiH  ch  expL-nses.  i'Vcciuenl  eiilei  tainuK-iits  have  been  given  to  raise  money  for  the  needs 
of  the  .Society.  In  this  v\av ,  vvith  the  aid  of  subscriptions  from  the  towns-people,  a  piano 
was  purchased  for  tlie  church.

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INDUS  TR IKS. 

HE  cliief  industry  of  the  town,  save  lilliM<4  llie  soil,  has  .ilways  l)een  mill- 
in<;.  I'lic  mills  were  located  in  diHcrent  parts  of  ihe  luwn,  on  stieanis 
!arj;c  and  small. 

'I'lie  one  at  Wt  sl  lirownlield,  now  known  as     iSailL-yV-,  .Mill,''  was  first 
built  Ijy  C.encral   llaniel  liean,  aliout  1.S51.     'I'lun-  waN  ilien  no  ro.id 
to  the  mill  nearer  than  that  which  went  to  the  (ireeiilaw  l  arm.  ne.u  "Corn  Hill." 

I  he  mill  was  afterwards  sold  lo  S.  V..  Sjirin-^,  then  bouj^lu  hack  by  (Jen.  liean,  who 
sold  it  to  ("apt.  jas.  ('ram,  Isaac  and  jaines  Sawver. 

It  was  burned  and  afterwards  rebuilt  by  Mr.  Cram,  who  operated  it  for  a  lime  and 
then  .sold  it  to  Mr.  Hailey.  father  of  the  present  owner,  i-'erdinand  bailey,  it  was  run  by 
an  overshot  wheel  and  hail  a  carding  machine.    Mr.  bailey  has  just  put  in  a  steam  plant. 

Aliout  two  miles  west  of  the  above  mentioned  place  J.  M.  ianscott,  Sr..  buili  a  mill 
on  a  branch  of  the  same  stream.  This  was  for  sawing  Ioul;  luiuliei,  liul  was  used  Liter 
for  shingles  and  staves.     Il  was  afterwards  deslioN'cd  Ijy  fne. 

His  son,  J.  M.  l,inscolt,  then  built  a  steam  powci  mill  near  the  same  S|)ot  for  the 
manufacture  of  chairs  and  small  articles  of  furniture,  hut  did  iioi  li\e  to  operate  it. 

( )n  She|)ard's  Ri\ei',  in  the  \\  cntwortli  neiL;lil)orli(io(l,  |ames  brown  had  a  mill  ffir 
sm.dl  work.  it  was  known  in  the  long  ago  as  the  "'I'lib  Mill."  It  is  now  (jwned  bv 
CMiarles  I-inscott. 

In  Mr.  Sanniel  I'ylei,  who  then  li\ed  where  .Mi',  .\l\in  I'erkius  now  li\cs.  and 

a  Mr.  Smith  built  a  mill  on  the  hiuok  between  his  house  ,ind  I  )i-.u  ()ii  \\  i  iitwoith's.  .Mr. 
Chase  of  Scarboro  operated  it  lor  theni.  Il  w.is  used  for  cardiuL;  wimiI  .md  drc-ssing  clutli. 
Mr.  Tyler  sold  to  Nehemiah  C.  Rite  of  Sandwich,  N.  II.,  a  ••clothier"  b\-  trade,  who 
opeialed  it  for  tliessing  cloth.  Mr.  Rice  exchanged  the  house  willi  Tiuiolhy  Cibson  who 
lived  at  the  Centre.  This  is  now  owned  by  jay  1..  I''riid<.  'Ihe  null  \\,is  t.d;tn  down 
and  built  into  a  house  b\'  Nathaniel  lion.  Sr.  In  the  luook  wheu-  the  d.un  w. is  built 
the  old  logs  remainecl  until  recently. 

Not  many  )ears  ago  Hiram  Seavey  built  a  shoji  for  small  work  on  the  site  of  tliis 
mill.  It  passed  into  the  h.inds  of  Storer  Thome,  and  ,dler  his  de.'.tli,  inio  the  li.nid.s  of 
b.  \V.  Th.iyer.  I  he  latter  has  enlarged  the  mill,  put  in  a  ste.un  pLuit,  .uul  is  now  operat- 
ing it  for  light  sawing. 

[n  the  northwestern  part  of  the  town  was  Marston's  mill.  In  the  fn-shcl  of  1.S57 
the  old  mill  was  c.uried  away  ;  a  new  one  was  built  soon  ,ill<-i  l.iilhn  dc  iw  n  t  In-  st  1  e.ini 
where  it  now  stands,  opei.ited  by  the  same  t.iuiily. 

.\s  early  as  iSoo,  'I'imothy  (libson,  Sr.,  built  .1  mill  on  I  he  '•  I  .ill  le  S.i<  o '"  w  hit  h 
ran  through  his  f.iiin.  I'hi'  site  of  ihis  mill  is  ne.ir  the  i.iilioad  on  the  !■  r\ rbu  1  g  hne. 
.\fter  the  death  of  Abel  Cibson,  the  property  p.issed  into  other  h.inds,  .nul  the  mill  was 
left  to  decay.

At  Ten-mile  Brook,  on  the  road  to  Ilir.iiu,  is  one  of  the  oldest  mills  in  town:  until 
1895  or  '96  the  old  ii|)-and-dou n saw  was  used.  -I'liis  mill  is  now  owned  by 
G.  W.  Benson. 

The  hrst  mills  huili  ,it  iIil-  (  i  nicr  u.  rc  'ot  ated  on  .Sliepaids  River  below  the  biiclge 
kadinij;  to  the  Poor  and  Coodno'v  fainis  (now  owned  by  Mr.  IJrook.s  and  Mr.  Davis.) 
'I'homas  Bran  and  his  briither  liuill  iln-in,  |whn  I'.wli  .Miller,  James  liean  and  Nathaniel 
Mei  rill  r,m  -rist  mill  eei  laiii  days  in  eaJi  week,  liavin;;  a  part  of  the  loll  for  p.iy.'  In  iSoi 
or  '02  James  Steele  l)oii,>;hl  ihe  mil!,  relniilt  and  carried  on  the  business  fur  m.mv  years. 
It  was  under  a  pr(jcess  of  recouslrut.  lion  at  the  time  of  Mr.  .Steele's  death. 

After  Mr.  Samuel  Tyler's  return  from  South  America  in  1X37  he  |)urchased  the  milK 
and  eular^r^'d  them.  The  i,'rist  mill  or-  \  ellow  Mill,"  as  it  was  c  ailed,  was  a  lar^e  two-stoiy 
buildin<^.  (  )n  the  hjwer  lloor  were  several  sets  of  stones,  for  diheient  kinds  <4  yrain. 
On  the  second  floor  was  a  c.ntlin^  m.u  hiiie.  This  was  a  lnis\  pku  e  in  the  carding'  sea- 
son, for  in  those  d.i)s  .i  majority  of  the  families  manufactuietl  tluir  own  cloth.  'I  hese 
were  the  da)'s  of  f^enuiue  "  liome-sinm." 

Mr.  'I'yler  sold  the  mills  to  Richard  and  Nathaniel  llean  in  Ivbiuarw  iS:;.).  In  the 
sprin<;  of  1S57  there  was  a  great  freshet,  and  in  the  niL;hl  of  .\piil  1  |th  the  biid-e  and 
the  land  surrouiuling  the  mill  were  washed  away.  The  s.iwmill  h.ul  .ilwa\  s  stood  on  the 
opposite  bank  and  was  not  tlislnrbed.  This  i>  still  iheie,  known  as  the  "Red  Mdl,"  .uul 
is  owned  Ijy  V..  I>,  Bean.  Nathaniel  Bean,  while  oper.iting  the  (  auliiiL;  m.ichine,  in  one 
year  turned  out  h\e  tons,  nine  lunulred  and  nine  pounds  ol  mils. 

In  1S64  .\|)pleb)'  and  .Moiiill  suiaeecled  the  be.ni  Bro^.  .\tter  lh.it  a  .Mi.  I'l.uk- 
burn  owneil  it  .iiul  m  c  imp. my  with  |oseph  Maton  oper.iled  it  till  ()et.  J9,  1X69,  when 
another  freshet  taiiied  the  mill  aw,i\'.     It  has  iie\ei'  been  lebuilt. 

In  iJ^.sy  Cien.  l)iniel  Be  m  built  a  mill  on  .Shepards  Riser. ibo\e  De.iion  Went  w  <  ii  t  h 
which  is  now  owned  by  l),i\id  Se.ivey  and  Sims. 

While  Mr.  Steele  owned  the  giist  mill  there  w.is  .1  bowl  mill  .iit.ulnd.  .Messis. 
1  I  ay  ford  and  I  I  inds  ow  iicd  it  .11  id  1  oh  11  S.iiids  opei  .ited  it .  Ihe  II  ,ulle)  I  ;o\  s  ■"  |)eddled" 
the  wares,  which  consisted  no!  .done  of  bowls  but  .ilso  siu  h  wooden  utiaisiU  ,is  were  then 
in  use.  Belli. \h  ()weii  succeeded  .Messrs.  lla)ford  and  IliiuK.  The  mill  w,i>,  nioxed 
dowai  the  stieam  ,ind  loc, ileal  wliele  the  l.iiiiiei)  w.is  .1 1 1  el  w  ,1 1  d  >  binlt.  |)i.  I  I. idle)-  .md 
Sons  bouL;ht  it  and  added  a  siii.ill  l;!  l-^t  mill.  l-.itei  il  p.isstd  into  the  li.inds  ol  ,\ehemi,ili 
(".  Rice.  Mr.  Rice  first  had  .1  (  loihin;;  mill  on  the  ^tie.iin  known  .i>  "  I  iicle  BilU's 
Brook,"  then  .ifterwards  .mother  on  Shep.irds  Riser  below  wheie  the  bowl  mill  h.id 
stood.

In  M.iy,  185.',  ilie  t.innery  w.is  binned,  but 
wa.s  soon  rebuilt.  \  few  ja-.iis  l.iler  .Mex.mdei  .\ppleb\-.md  1,,  R.  Moiiil!  -^ui  ceeded  the 
Billinfj.s.  Again  lire  tleslroyed  the  biiildint^s,  and  the  tanning  of  le.ither  as  an  indiistiy 
ceased.

111  the  days  anteclatiii";  the  building  of  the  laiiiury  ll(;racc  Miuilton,  ilic  village 
sh()cinai<cr,  tanned  tlie  soie-ieatiiei  he  used  in  vats  in  the  ground.  His  huiidiiigs  stood 
where  Oscar  l!ean  now  Hves. 

•  Some  twenty  years  ago  I,.  A.  IJradliury,  a  grandson  ol  l-'.hjah  lhadhnry.  hiiill  a  mill 
on  ISiiriit  Meadow  l!ro(;k,  on  tlie  south  side  ul  llu-  railroad,  and  a  road  was  (  nt  liirough 
to  meet  the  Centre  road  near  tlie  station. 

Ten  years  later  tlie  steam  mill  whic  h  was  first  huilt  at  the  upiier  part  of  the  town  by 
the  Linscotts  was  moved  by  them  to  I'.ast  Ih-ownlieid  and  rebuilt  on  the  .diove  mentioned 
road  not  far  from  the  ISradbury  mill.  This  is  now  owned  by  (  haiies  I''.  Hill  and  lias 
been  enlarged. 

'I'he  principal  business  of  the  mills  is  board,  clapboard,  lath,  and  shingle  sawing, 
giiiuling  of  corn  and  small  (luantities  cjf  wheat.  r)e,  and  oats. 

At  dillereiit  times  other  products  have  been  tLii  iied  out,  such  as  chairs,  pails,  dowels, 
barrel  heads,  bobbins,  bungs,  car,  s|jool,  aiKl  piano  frame  slock. 

fine  and  hemlock  timber  is  still  sold,  biii  not  in  such  (pi.mtilies  as  forniall)-.  The  larger 
part  of  this  is  laiuled  on  tlu;  banks  of  tlu-  Saco  to  be  taken  down  the  river  in  the  spring 
with  the  "ilriNes"  fr(;in  abo\e.  .Small  lots  (jf  the  better  cpialily  of  pine,  oak,  and  spriicf 
have  been  sokl  to  be  usetl  for  masts  and  |)iling. 

l''or  se\eral  years  the  agents  for  the  ship  builders  t:ame  and  explored  the  timber  lots 
for  ship  frames.  When  trees  t>f  the  proper  si/e  and  shape  were  found,  the)  were  spotted, 
afterwards  felled  and  roughlv  hewed,  then  shipped  to  their  deslinalioii. 

The  shook  business  used  to  be  e.\teiisi\'el}'  carried  cm;  hea\-\  shook  are  in  but  little 
demand  now,  but  the  barrel  industry  still  continues;  Seldon  boynton  does  considerable 
business  in  this  line. 

Poplar,  for  jnilp  wood,  was  in  demand  for  many  yeans.  The  trees  were  cut,  peeled, 
then  sawed  into  "bolts."  These  were  hauled  to  the  station,  and  either  shipi)ed  immedi- 
ately or  piled  on  \acant  lots  awaiting  orders  from  the  contractors.  The  Warren  I'aper 
Mills  at  Cumberland  Mills  being  the  chief  cc)nsiiiners. 

borinerly  there  were  large  quantities  of  hemlock  bark  peeled  in  June  and  hauled  in 
winter.  'I'he  tannery  furnished  a  home  market  for  this  produc  t  ;  and  f<M-  years  after  the 
tannery  was  burned  bark  was  sent  to  Massachusetts. 

Making  birch  hoops  has  given  employineiil  to  many  during  the  winter.  They  are 
made  from  small  gray  oirches. 

When  the  railroad  used  wood  for  the  locomotives,  IJrownlield  was  a  "  Wood  Station." 
Great  cpiantities  were  landed  at  the  depot  during  the  winter ;  in  the  spring  it  was  pre- 
pared for  use,  horses  furnishing  the  motive  power  for  the  sawing,  and  for  weeks  it  was 
saw  !  saw  I  saw  ! 

At  one  time  sweet  corn  raising  occupied  the  attention  of  the  farmers.  The  planters 
sif-ned  contracts  with  the  packers  for  a  certain  number  of  acres  each  year.     In  order 
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thai  llic  pKjiliict  sliould  l)c  ol  uniforiii  v.iiicly,  llie  seed  was,  as  a  rule,  suiipliird  by  the 
coul laclor.  M.iiiy  limes  wliuii  a  lielil  pi (iducccl  an  (.•\if|)li()iially  tine  (|iiality.  this  Lorn, 
iiiste.ul  ol  bciii^  caniiccl,  was  pr<)i)cily  prepared  and  dislriljuted  for  seed  the  followinfi 
year.  Some  packers  employed  an  a<,'enl  to  inspect  llie  fields  during  llie  harvesting  sea- 
son and  fix  the  time  f(;r  picking'.  'I'lie  ears  were  taken  to  the  factory,  leaving  great 
cpiaiUities  of  fodder  which  made  a  valuable  addilidii  to  tlie  winter  feed  for  srotk. 

A  com  facloiy  was  Iniill  about  iSSS,  by  the  Messrs.  \'oung  of  lliram,  at  llie  Centre, 
on  a  lot  betw  een  the  ( 'oii^i  e^ational  Cluir(  h  and  the  grammar  sclioolliouse.  This  was 
used  onl\'  a  short  time;  it  was  not  a  financial  success.  The  bidldiiig  was  sold,  moved 
to  Ivisl  brownlield  and  con\erted  into  a  liuiel.  Since  the  failure  of  this  enterprise  very 
little  sw  eet  coin  has  been  raised  in  tow  n,  partl\- ow  ing  to  the  distance  to  the  neighhor- 
ing  lactories,  and  partly  because  cucumber  r.iising  came  into  favor.  It  was  claimed 
that  the  income  from  this  source  much  exceeded  that  from  corn.  The  ciiciiiiiher  industry 
is  declining,  liowe\  er,  for  se\  eral  re.isons  :  first,  on  account  (jf  the  great  care  retpii red 
to  [iroduce  a  successful  cro[)  ;  second,  because  tiie  time  for  ]jii  kiug  comes  so  near  the 
haying  season  :  finall}-,  on  acc  ount  c;f  the  \  igilance  ie<iuired  in  jiicking  the  \  ines  e\ery 
second  da}',  sorting  the  "cukes'"  into  dillerent  gr.uiis  and  tr.uispoiting  iheili  to  the 
Station  before  lliey  wilt.

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'I'liL-re  is  a  well  preserved  coiistilution,  but  no  records.  It  was  called  I'lie  West  Ikuwii- 
t'kld  'I'euiperaiice  Watchman  Clul).  Some  of  its  members  were  S.  li.  IJean,  who  was  at 
the  head  of  llie  movement ;  Deacon  Samuel  Stickney.  amoiij;  wiiose  papers  llie  cuiislitution 
was  found;  Sanuiel  lO.  Merrill,  \W\ .  David  Cerry,  C.dvin  I'almer,  Aaron  Went  worth,  Wil- 
liam liickforcl,  David  Cram,  and  I'.noch  Merrill.  'The  last  ihree  are  the  only  <.nes  livinj^, 
and  from  Mr.  Merrill  have  these  few  facts  been  obtained. 

The  meetings  were  not  held  at  West  IJrownlield  but  at  tiie  Ceiitie:  there  was  also 
a  Juvenile  Society  connected  with  the  organization. 

In  the  si.xties  a  Division  (jf  the  Sons  of  Temperance  was  formed. 

The  hrst  lodge  of  (lood  'I'emplars  was  formed  in  1S7.1.  It  was  called  Sundale 
Lodge.  This  continued  for  nearly  ten  years  before  it  surrenilered  its  charter.  Since 
that  time  two  others  have  been  started.  'I'hese  lodges,  like  many  of  their  kind  in  country 
towns,  flourished  for  awhile  and  then  ceased  to  e.xist.  In  connection  with  one  of  these 
later  lodges  a  society  of  Ju\enile  Templars  was  organized  under  the  diretti(jn  of  Mrs. 
Julia  Thurston.  both  leader  and  children  took  a  great  interest  in  the  Society  and  sus- 
tained the  work  for  a  long  time.  When  this  organization  linally  disbanded,  they  pre- 
.sented  their  library  to  the  Congregational  Sunday  School. 

A  Reform  Club  was  organized  in  the  summer  of  1S77.  In  connection  with  this  was 
the  Ladies  .Vid  Society,  of  which  Mrs.  C.  D.  I''esseiulen  was  president.

Tlie  icjulaiul  Hora  is  more  profuse. 

\\  ater-iilies  IjIooiu  on  our  sedgy  lakes,  and  Hladderwort  {  Utricularia) 
fringes  llic  nuiddy  Hats. 
Gentians  are  rarely  found  near  our  small  anil  secluded  peat  ponds 
and  the  Titcher  I-'laiit  is  \ery  abundant  in  the  meatlows. 

The  till  ee-lea\ ed  liuek  ik-an  is  toiiiid  in  ('ollon's  peal  pond,  sending  up  its  racemes 
of  creamy  vel\  et  Howers,  and  in  this  same  valley  grows  the  White  Fringed  Orchid. 

Recently  the  rare  orchid  {I'ogoni.t  jiendula)  has  been  found  in  one  locality:  the 
one  kncnvn  (?)  station  in  the  State. 

Perhaps  the  most  prev  alent  iind  annoying  shrub  is  the  Trailing  |  unijier  which  covers 
our  diy  pastures  and  encroaches  on  the  grazing  land. 

'l"ae  i'win  !•  lower  (Pinnea  borealis)  sends  forth  its  delicate  \  ines  amid  the  mosses 
under  the  Spruces.

Among  the  (Jray  Pirches  grow  the  parasitic  Cieradia  with  its  large  yellow  bells,  a 
thiel  intleetl,  since  il  robs  the  rt)ots  of  the  nutriment  lh.it  has  been  t.iken  from  the 
impoverislud  soil. 

In  the  more  fertile  tracts  are  a  few  native  grasses;  lihie  joint  antl  pme  Orass. 
The  greater  p.u  I  of  the  valuable  grasses  have  been  introthiceil. 

'I'he  mea  lows  are  chi(-lly  clothetl  with  the  genus  C.irex  (Setlges,  Scythe  C.i.»s.scs) 

and  since  the  lowest  land  near  Saco  River  is  annually  lluoded,  llie  lii^lil.iud  grasses  are 
practically  wauling.

At  the  same  lime 
l\e\erend  Jacob  Uice  was  installed  as  jjastor.  The  services  were  lield  at  Major 
Stickney's.  Mr.  l-.ice  was  educ.ited  at  iiaivard  C'ollej;e  and  before  coming  here 
w.is  settled  at  llenniker,  i\e\\  ILunpsliiie.  ilis  salary,  as  aj^reed  upon,  was  one 
bushel  of  whe.it  per  year  from  e.ich.  member  of  his  chunh  .lud  pari.sli,  who  were 
disposed,  or  fell  ai)lc  lo  .issist  in  his  sup|)oit.  lie  conlinui-d  his  l.d)or  here,  until 
called  lo  his  lieaveni)'  home  at  the  aL;e  of  ei^ht \ -t  lu  ee  \  e.ii  s.  In  I'ebruary,  iSj  ],  he 
was  preachini;  in  a  schoolhouse  wiien  he  suiUk-nly  iaitered  ;  lie  w,is  removed  to  .1 
nei[;"hb()rini;  house,  where  he  died  within  a  few  hours. 

He  was  a  f^ood  maa  and  an  at  i  eptable  pre.icher.  I  ie  was  the  oidy  ministi-r  in  low  n 
and  he  considered  the  whole  town  his  palish,  although  the  members  of  the  ciiurch  were 
mostly  in  the  eastern  p.ot.  lie  used  to  \asil  e\er\-  f.imil)'  .lud  all  the  s(  hools  ( nue  or 
twice  a  \ear. 

In  th(jse  days  it  w .is  t  ustom.u )■  for  llie  town  to  choose  tilhini;  men.  M.ij(U'  .Slii  kney 
was  chosen  to  th.it  olTu  e  ;  his  bad^ew.is.i  Ioul;"  st.iff.  If  .in\oue  w.is  doinj;  ,iny|]>iiij; 
lo  disturb  llie  woishi|)pers,  he  would  lone  h  llu  iu  with  his  st.ill,  wliii  h.  I)einj;  so  (onspicu- 
(Uis,  W.IS  pimishmeul  enough  lo  ipiiel  tin.-  uuiiily. 

.\fter  Mr.  Rice's  de.ith  t  heie  w, is  occ.ision.il  pn'.u  hini;  by  mission. iries.  Reverend 
Mr.  Howe  W.IS  here,  ,iud  ,il  the  nei^hboiiiiL;  (owns,  fur  sevi-ial  monlhs.  lie  was  a  j^ood 
preachei,  but  a  very  eccentric  m, in.  as  I  he  follow  in-  w  ill   show.     He  h.ul  the  preseni  "f 
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a  new  hat  which  he  thought  was  too  nice;  he  crushed  it  up  and  jnit  it  into  a  bundle 
with  his  clothes;  after  this  treatment  it  looked  old  enough  to  suit  hiin. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Southard  was  here  several  months.  In  1826  kcvercnd  Daniel 
Newell  preached  here.  He  was  followed  by  Reverend  C.  H.  IJrown,  who  albo  supplied 
in  the  towns  of  I  lirani  and  Denmark.  The  ne.\t  mini.ster  was  Reverend  Mr.  iJrooks, 
who  was  here  a  few  mouths  in  the  year  1S2.S.  In  1S21J  and  1.S30  Rt  vtiend  James 
Carrulhers  preached  occasionally.  In  1830  Reverend  Charles  Soule  was  ijislalled  al 
Denmark;  he  had  charge  of  the  churches  al  Denmark,  Hiram  and  IJrowiificld ;  he 
remained  two  years  when  he  left  to  ^^o  to  North  liridglon.  .\t  that  place  he  was  teacher 
in  the  academy;  also  pastor  of  the  church.  .\  sludeiu  from  Massachusetts,  wiiose  name 
was  Eaton,  supplied  a  few  weeks,  date  unknown.  In  i.S  j.j,  Caleb  I'.radley  was  .sent  by 
the  Missionary  Society.  Mr.  j.  Carletou  preached  a  few  months  in  1S36.  and  II.  .\. 
Merrill  in  1837. 

Reverend  Da\  i(l  Gerry  conmienced  h is  labors  J  anu.iry,  i  S3 7  ;  Decendier  25,  1S39. 
he  was  installed  as  pastor.  He  remained  here  till  his  death.  November  5.  rS^C).  Ik- 
was  a  good  man  and  .1  faithful  preacher.  His  health  was  never  good,  but  he  sp.ired  not 
himself,  saying  he  would  rather  wear  out  than  rust  out.  He  did  his  whole  duty  as  a 
pastor,  and  was  ever  ready  to  visit  the  sick,  and  comfort  the  aflliiicd,  whether  they  were 
members  of  his  congregation,  or  were  ne\er  seen  in  the  house  of  Cod.  Ihs  sal.uy  was 
small  and  he  had  (piile  a  family  to  support.  It  rec]uired  economy  to  make  ends  nu-et 
but  he  had  a  true  help-meet  who  did  her  part  f.\ithfull)'  and  uncomplainingh'. 

In  183S  a  cliurch  buililing  was  erected,  and  dedicated  No\ember  fiih.  The  nuet- 
ings  before  this  time  were  held  in  the  lov.nhouse  in  the  sunnuif,  .muI  in  the  sihoolhouse 
in  the  winter.  Sometimes  the)'  were  held  in  the  house  of  Deaion  W'entwoilh.  It  was 
largely  through  Mr.  (ierry's  influence  that  the  building  was  completed.  I  le  labored  on 
it  with  his  own  hands.  The  table  in  the  jiresenl  church  is  a  specimen  of  his  work. 
Ser\'ices  continued  to  be  held  in  the  building  until  the  jiresent  c  huri  h  was  erected,  wlirn 
it  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  town  to  be  used  for  t-duc. itioual  jmrposes.  It  is  now 
occujMed  by  the  grauunar  schoc^l. 

Reverend  James  Tatton  c  ame'  July  1,  1857.  1  Ir  diid  lunc2()th,  1S59.  He  was 
a  very  acceptable  preacher,  beloved  by  all.  He  was,  b}  biitli.au  Knglishnian.  but  iiad 
been  in  tiiis  rounlrv  thirteen  years.  In  \S()o  Re\eien(l  |.  C.  .Merrill  was  sent  as  a 
missionary,  and  remained  eighteen  uionilis.  Reverend  I!.  1'.  Snow  supplied  the  pulpit 
for  a  few  mouths  in  18^13;  he  was  I'reicptor  of  I''ryeburg  .Academy.  Reverend  I.  1'. 
Smith  came  in  186  and  icuiaiiied  one  \  e.ii .  1  le  was  ordained  an  ev.nigelisi  while  heie. 
Res  ereiul  N.  Rii  haidsoii  pn  ac  lied  lor  a  year,  conunem  ing  ( )ctober,  Reverend 
\'\.  II.  I'ike  began  liis  l.dior  111  1S117  ,iiul  rem. lined  two  years.  In  1870  and  1871,  Rever- 
end \'\.  S.  Tingly  was  acting  pastor.  Mr.  N.  Whittlesey,  a  student  from  \'ale,  was  here 
for  three  moiU hs  in  1872.

In  March,  1X73,  Reverend  E.  S.  Jordan  became  pastor,  and  remained  twelve  years. 
Mr.  Jordan's  sermons  showed  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  study.  He  was  very  outspoken 
in  condeinninji  wrong,  and  fearless  of  givin;^  offense;  by  so  doing  he  gained  the  respect 
of  everyone.  lie  h.id  the  f,u  iiily  of  ple.ising  ehildren  .md  they  were  ever  ready  to  do 
him  favors.  The  iiexl  minister  was  Mr.  Luck,  a  student  from  Andover,  Mass.,  who  was 
here  duiing  one  siunmer.  In  uSS.S  and  1889  Reverend  il.  V.  Knnnons  was  pastor. 
Dining  the  summer  months  of  1S90,  Mr.  I  rank  Davis,  a  native  of  Hiram  and  a  Hangor 
student,  lilled  the  i)ul|)it.  He  had  the  pleasure  of  reaping  what  others  had  sown;  nine 
were  admitted  to  the  cliurch  liy  profession,  and  ftnn  by  letter.     Reverend       1'.  hl;\stman 
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followed  Mr.  Da\is  in  the  fall  of  iS.jo.  He  remained  three  years.  Mr.  Randall,  another 
Andover  student,  uas  here  for  three  months.  Ueveren.l  Mr.  Voung  fr,,m  Fryeburg 
supplied  thep^lpil  'l^""'^  'l'^'  y-'^"-^  '^'^S  '''Hi  :S./..  in  ,  S.^j,  V  and  Reverend 
C.  S.  S.irgent  has  conducted  services  in  the  afternoon. 

Themrmes  of  the  several  Dea.  ons,  in  the  order  (,f  their  election,  are  as  follows  : 
Dea.  Hammond,  William  Wenluorlh,  Sanmel  Sti.kney,  ( D.  Kessenden,  A.  W.  Man.s- 
lield.  It  used  to  be  the  cuMom,  when  we  had  no  piea.  her.  for  the  Deacons  to  keep  up 
the  regular  Sunday  service,  by  rea.hug  a  sermon  or  having  o.,e  read.  The  lale  S.  15. 
Hean  was  often  the  reader.

'I'he  niajorit}-  of  the  older  meinl)ers  liave  passed  awa)-  ;  this,  with  many  remowds, 
lias  caused  a  decrease  in  the  niend;ership  of  the  ciiurcii.  There  have  been  additions 
from  time  to  lime,  hut  the  dismissals  and  deaths  ha\e  ke])t  [.lace  with  them.  'I'hefe  are 
now  thiii)-foiir  resident,  anil  seventeen  non-resident  menibers. 

Ill  i.S6_'  Hon.  S.inuiel  'I'yler  built  the  jiresent  chi.n"ch,  at  his  own  expense,  and 
deeded  it  to  the  trustees.  Samuel  Sprin<;  of  Portland,  ga\'e  the  bell,  ant!  .Andrew  Spring 
of  I'orthmd,  g'a\'e  the  c;ui)et.  Mis.  Stevens,  Mrs.  Clark  and  Mrs.  lireslin,  daughters  of 
Samuel  Tyler,  ga\e  the  pulpit  and  chairs.  A  number  of  years  later  Mrs.  lireslin  ga\'e  a 
carpet  to  replace  tlie  lii  st  w  hich  was  worn  out.  In  1866  Mrs.  Samuel  'Tyler  bought  the 
parsonage,  furnisiied  it  with  e\'er\thing  necessary  for  a  family,  and  presented  it  to  the 
church.

GEOLOGICAL  ASPECTS. 

44  »-»™Hl<',  geologist  cmnot  lind  Ins  way  back  in  the  record  of  tiie  great  stone  book  to 
I  the  far  off  day  when  life  beg.ui,"  says  Prof.  Shaler  of  Harvard.  Any  fossils 
I  that  may  have  been  left  in  ovu'  vicinity  are  long  since  changed  to  granite, 
gneiss,  mica,  schist,  and  other  crystalline  rocks,  by  the  great  heat  of  the  earlier 

periods,  but  by  going  directly  to  nature  and  studying  the  every-day  history  of  growth,  we 

can  understand  how  soil   began   to  form,  and   how  a  place  for  man   and  beast  was 

prepared. 

A  piece  of  granite  cleax'es,  soon  in  the  fissure  a  lichen  clings  and  grows,  making  a 
little  earth  for  something  larger,  until  the  decayed  vegetation  and  action  of  water  leaves 
Soil  enough  for  phuit.s  aiul  trees.  P.ut  I\L\n,  not  satisfied  with  his  accpiisition  of  bodily 
necessities  fit)m  the  rock,  cleaves  it  to  adorn  his  [jerson  with  the  cr)stals,  seemingly 
so   securel)-    hidden  within. 

As  )et  llrowiilirld  lias  not  shown  any  \-aluable  crystals.  Garnets  in  small 
i|nantilies  and  of  inferior  (|ii.ililv  are  found  on  the  old  "  Scpiire"  How.ud  bum,  now 
owned  by  b's.  K.  Hill,  and  on  the  Stickney  Hill.  Ahdyhdenite  -  a  rather  useless 
luiiieial,  bul  ,in  iiUiiesting  one  to  colleilors  —  has  been  picked  up  on  the  north  side 
of  T'rosl  .Mouiilaiii  in  two  difUaenl  pl.u  es  :  on  tiie  SmiUi  Haley  tarm  aiul  on  the 
Weeks  farm. 
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Dana's  description  of  this  moiybdenite  will  l)c  a  lielp  to  anyone  who  may  l)c 
fortunate  c-nou^di  to  find  a  i)iece  of  it.  Ik-  says,  "  It  reseiul)lcs  f^raphite,  but  (lilTcrs  in 
its  paler  color  and  streak,  and  also  in  {^ivin^^  fumes  of  snlpliiir  when  heated."  It  is 
named  from  the  (Ireek  word  iMoAu/i&um  (I.e. id),  on  acnuint  of  its  reseniblanie. 

'I'here  are  two  very  intereslinj;  deposits  Kaoline  in  the  town,  both  of  very 
fine  c|ualil)'.  One  is  found  in  and  around  Dyer's  I'ond  on  the  Day  farm  which  is 
situated  more  than  one  liundied  feel  up  tlie  side  ot  Ihunl  .Meadow  MoiuUain.  The 
other  deposit  is  in  liinnt  Meadow  I'ond  and  is  about  fifteen  feet  squ.ire  ;  it  is  obtained 
!))■  divinj;.  'I'his  Kaoline  is  oul)-  our  connnon  feldspar  which  has  lost  ils  i)otasii  lhrouj;h 
action  of   rain,  and  had   it   replaced   by  water. 

A  rather  interesting  warranted  deed  is  on  record  in  the  annals  of  the  town, 
showing,  at  least,  one  person  who  was  interested  in  ndneral>>  h.ilf  a  centiir)'  ago. 
It  is  dated  1859,  .Stickney  lo  H.  W.  .Sea\y.  It  begins:  "  ( 'onnnencing  at  a  pine  stunij) 
on  the  south  side  of  the  road,  etc.,"  and  ends:  "  Reser\ing  the  right  to  dig  for 
minerals,  as  was  reserved  by  Osgood  in  his  deed  ot  the  s.\me  land  lo  Steele  and 
Stickney. 

An  article  on  any  town  of  Maine  would  not  be  complete  without  mention  of  its 
granite.  Maine  is  said  to  be  celebrated  for  her  "Men,  ice  and  gr.uiile."  ISrownticld 
has  her  share,  and  her  houses  are  built  upon  rock  not  s;ind.  This  rtjck  is  a  \ariet)' 
of  granite  composed  of  mica,  quartx,  and  orlhoclase.

'ITD':  KAMKS. 

Till'".  Kames  of   ]?rownfield   extend   from   the  border  of   I'Vyebnrg  to  the  south- 
eastern part  of  the  town,  near  the  New  llam])shire  liiu'.    They  were  formed  as 
is  well  known  at  the  subsidence  of  the  (Ihu  ial  I'lpoch.     The  sand  and  gravel  f)f 
which  they  are  composed  was  worn  from  the  I'.ilis  and  mounl.dns  and  deposited  in 
mounds  by  the  melting  of  the  glacial  snow.     The  snow  in  this  vicinity  was  evidently 
over  two  thousand  feet  in  depth  and  moved  in  a  southeasterly  direction. 

The  force  was  inconceivable,  inasnnicli  as  rocks  were  moved  trom  tluii  original 
l)eds,  lifted  on  the  breast  of  this  mighty  \\:\ste  of  ice,  and  left  on  the  sunnnit  of  our  f(K)l- 
hills.  These  rocks  are  called  boulders  .md  one,  ,»  m.iss  of  gr.niile  over  twenty  feel  in 
diameter,   is   found   on    I'rost  Mountain. 

The  Kames  are  shaped  like  half  eg-  shells,  the  stei'per  sides  generallv  exlendmg 
towards  the  scnilh.

They  are  composed  of  liorizonlal  strata,  sand  and  {gravel  alternatin<;. 
Tlie   largest   of  tliese  Kanies  is  situated  directly  opposite  the  (arm  buildings  of 
Simer)n  I'^aton.

nistrict  N(j.  I,  or  the  Kasl  1  h  ov,  n  field  school,  i.-.  siliialed  a  short  clis- 
l.nue  southeast  of  the  I, uho, id  st.ilion  ,nid  includes  the  villaj^c  of  V^xsV 
Kl  (ju  nlield.  'I'he  whole  attendance  at  this  school  was  I wciUy-fivc,  w  illi 
an  a\'erai.^e  of  twentw 
District  No.  2  includes  IJrownlield  v'illa^'^e.  There  arc  two  schools  in  this  disliict, 
a  grammar  department  and  a  priinar\-  school.  'l"he  hnildiii:^  in  whiOi  the  grammar 
school  is  held  was  once  the  ("oiigregatiunal  chinch  .iiul  -.lands  in  the  lower  p.iit  of  the 
village  beside  the  present  chur(di.  This  school  h.id  .111  attendaiue  of  I  went  \-eighi ,  with 
an  average  of  twent)-one. 

The  primary  building  stands  in  the  upper  jiart  of  the  \  illage  fin  ihe  hill.  This  used 
to  be  the  onl}'  schoolliouse  in  the  district.  The  altendance  here  was  twenl)'  Tue,  with  .ni 
average  of  twenty -one. 

District  No.  3,  or  the  l^lake  school,  is  situated  in  the  siuitlu  rn  p.n  t  of  the  lown, 
below  Merrill's  Corner.  'I'his  had  an  alteiul, uue  of  twenl)-li\e  with  twenty  as  (he 
average. 

I  District  No.  4,  the  West  iSrownliekl  scliool,  is  in  the  western  pail  ol  the  lown. 
This  is  sometimes  called  the  Cr.im  Disliitt.  The  alleudaiue  heie  w.i-.  iweiit) one  with 
an  average  of  nineteen. 

District  No.  6,  the  Marstcm  school,  is  in  tlu-  northwestern  corner  ol  the  town.  This 
had  a  total  attendance  of  nine  pupils  and  an  average  .ilteiul.nu  e  ol  eight. 

District  No.  7,  or  the  (^uint  school,  i^  siiu.ited  on  the  "  .M.iiii  "  road  aboui  Iwd 
miles  above  the  railro.ul  station.     No.  7  had  twelve  pupils  .md  an  average  of  nine. 

District  No.  S,  the  Lane  school,  is  about  three  miles  beh/w  the-  station  near  K.Ulle- 
snake  I'ond.    'i'his  si  hool  had  nine  pupils  with  an  .wiuage  .itteiulance  of  si.\. 

District  No.  called  the  ISaitlett  distiitt,  is  (ui  the  heiim.nk  mad  about  one  mile 
east  of  the  railroad  station.  This  school  h.id  a  tut.d  .itteiul.iiu  e  ut  ihiilecn  .ind  an  aver- 
age of  nine. 
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District  No.  10.  01  the  Durj^iii  school,  is  aixiiil  tliicc  miles  below  llic  I'ciitic  on  the 
Kc/.ar  Kails  road.      i'lie  total  attendance  here  was  fourteen  with  an  avera_:;e  of  nine. 

District  No,  11,  the  .Merrill  school,  is  situated  alxiiit  two  mik^  west  of  llrownlielcl 
villai^e  ill  the  Merrill's  Corner  district.     The  tot.il  lu  ie  was  se\enleen  anil  the  aveiaj;e 

fourteen. 

The  whole  niunher  (jf  scholars  in  town  .April  ist,  1.S99,  was  298.  Tlie  whole 
number  registered  durinj.;-  the  sununer  term  was  1    1 .       I  he  avera;;e  attendance  was  171. 

It  has  been  nearly  ten  years  since  the  district  system  was  abolisiied  and  the  town 
took  charge  ot  all  its  schools.  Jiefoie  this  time,  many  small  districts  liad  only  tifteen  or 
si.\teen  weeks  of  school  duiin^  the  year,  while  the  Inline  one.->  had  forty.  Last  year  all 
schools  throughout  lheto\\n  had  Iw ent)-li\e  weeks.  'I  hus  while  this  system  hascuHlown 
the  len_L;th  of  the  terms  in  a  few  of  the  larger  districts,  it  h.i.-^  m.ide  the  schools  a  "ireat 
deal  longer  in  the  smaller.  'I'lie  larL;er  schools  in  general  still  ha\i-  ihe  advantage  of 
better  teachers.  Upon  the  whole  it  has  been  a  great  beiielit  to  ihelown  —  working  ujjcjn 
the  tlieor)-  of  the  greatest  gooti  to  the  greatest  number. 

Another  \ery  benelicial  innovation  is  the  free  text-book  s\stem.  l''..u  li  pupil,  rich  or 
poor,  can  ha\'e  his  or  her  own  book.  The  teacher  is  luj  longer  compelletl  to  let  a  whole 
family  j^eruse  the  same  sclioolbook. 

The  fact  that  the  number  of  scholars  in  tow  n  is  so  nnich  smaller  than  it  was  years  ago 
necessitates  shorter  terms,  but  we  .ire  hav  ing  the  benefit  of  more  trained  teachers  than 
formerly. 

Upon  the  whole.  1  l)elieve  our  schools  are  in  better  vendition  than  ever  belore. 
although  there  is  a  chance  for  greater  improvement  in  the  future  than  has  been  m.ule 
in  the  past.  We  trust  that  our  common  schools  may  be  so  managed  that  their  produc  t 
will  be  American  citizens  of  the  highest  grade.

The  church  Iniikling  was  commenced  in  1S72,  and  June  7th,  1S73,  the  first  ainuial 
meeting  of  the  Parish  was  held  in  the  new  buildin;;,  whicli  was  not  then  completed. 
The  contract  to  build  the  church  and  finish  the  outside  was  let  lo  Mr.  Christopher  .-Mien 
of  Hiram,  in  May,  187.'.  The  Ladies  Circle  contracted  for  the  building  of  the  church 
and  assumed  the  responsibility  of  paying  for  the  same,  ami  to  them  belongs  the  credit  of 
the  work. 

Report  to  State  ("onvention  in  1871s,  gave  twenty-five  families  in  town  belonging  to 
the  I'arish. 

In  1881,  the  report  to  .State  (.'onvention  shows  the  church  building  completed,  at  a 
cost  of  twenty-n\'e  hundred  dollais  ami  all  paiil  for.  The  exiH  iidiUire  during  that  year 
was  se\'en  hundred  dollars,  whic  h  iiii  hides  the  salary  of  Miss  .\.  (J.  W'altze,  as  I'astor. 
She  continued  as  our  pastor  most  of  the  time  until  1886.  when  her  health  failed,  and  she 
was  obliged  to  leave  the  ministry.  Since  that  time  we  have  had  no  settled  pastor.

THI-;  W.  C.  T.  U.  was  the  indirect  outgrowth  of  the  Ladies  .\id  Society.     In  Seji- 
tember,  1879,  Miss  Lucia  Iv  V.  Kimball,  a  SuiK-rinlciuUnl  in  the  National  I'liion, 
was  invited  to  \  isit  l!i(nuifield  and  meet  ihe  women  who  had  been  iiinnbers  of  the 
Aid  Society. ,  The  object  of  Miss  Kimball'.-,  visit  was  to  expl.iin  the  working.-^  ol  the  W.  ( '. 
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'V.  U.  ami  to  fonn  a  Union,  wliicli  she  did.  The  society  became  an  auxiliary  lo  the 
State  Union  in  I  )ecenil)er,  1.S79.  Mr  s.  .Sarali  Staples  was  president  fur  two  years. 
Since  that  time  Mrs.  I',.  A.  (J.  Stickney  has  held  the  office.  Miss  Delia  Spring  was 
corresponding  and  recc^rdin}^  secret.uy  for  several  years,  with  Miss  Mary  1'.  WeiUworth 
and  then  Miss  .\ddie  Allard  as  treasurers.  Mrs.  laira  M.  lilake  has  served  as  secretary 
since  Miss  SpiiniC  resii;ned,  and  Mis.  W.  ('.  Uowe  as  treasurer  since  Miss  Allard's 
marriage  and  removal  from  town. 

'I'he  number  of  mendjers  has  never  been  large.  For  many  years  ten  was  the  aver- 
age.    'I'he  membership  has  reached  twenty.     We  now  have  si.Meen. 

The  principal  departments  of  work  have  been  as  follows:  Sunday  School,  Scientific 
Temperanie  fiisti nclion  in  the  Public  Schools,  Temperance  1  .iter.itui e,  Narcotics,  Alins- 
hcjuse  work.  Homes  for  Homeless  (  liildren.  Tiirit\'  in  An  and  Literature,  I'lower  Mis- 
sions and  County  fairs.  Among  the  lecturers  who  h.ive  helped  us,  are,  besides  Miss 
Kimball,  Mrs.  L.  M.  iN.  Stevens,  State  President,  Mrs.  Mci-aughlin,  of  lioston,  Mrs. 
Pearson  of  England,  and  Mrs.  Bullock,  of  New  York,  and  Mrs.  Sargent,  wife  of  the 
present  pastor  ol  the  (Congregational  C'lnni  h,  Denniai  k, 

The  meetings  were  held  for  a  few  )ears  in  Mr.  \.  \..  I'arrows  Hall.  After  that  for 
some  time  they  were  held  in  the  Congregational  Chunh  in  siunmer,  and  at  the  homes  of 
the  members  in  the  winter.  for  the  last  two  years  they  have  been  held  monthly,  either 
at  Mrs.  W.  C.  Rowe's,  or  at  Mrs.  Julia  Mean's,  the  ye.ir  round.  A  jusenile  Society  was 
formed,  during  the  early  years  of  the  work,  under  the  care  of  .Mrs.  J.  I,,  brink. 

'I'he  Sociel)'  has  been  twice  represented  at  the  National  Convention. 


'J'()FO(H<.\PH\'. 

FOR'f'Y  miles  iidaiul,  in  the  far-f.imed  \alle)-  of  the  S.ico,  is  the  town  of  Ilrownlield. 
Although  the  Saco  iloes  not  m.d<e  so  in.iii)-  windings  here  as  in  the  e.ii  lii  i  p. ill 
of  its  coursi',  \et  entering  the  low  n  in  thenoitheasl  it  llows  in  a  sout  lie.istei  iy  iliiec- 
tion,  and  for  several  miles  befcjre  entering  Ilir.im  it  forms  1  he  e.islern  bound. uy  of  lirown- 
tield.  'I'he  Saco  rec  ei\  es  sev  eral  ti  ibnl, tries  in  P.i ow  nlield.  'I'wo  of  these,  l.iltle  Saio  .ind 
Shepards  River,  have  their  sources  in  New  Hampshire  and  cross  the  town  from  west 
lo  cast.  I'.uther  south  the  Sac(;  receives  the  brooks,  burnt  .\Ie.ulow  ,uid  'Pen  Mile, 
from  (  he  west . 

'I'he  poiuls  of  lirownlield  arc  not  luimerons  ;  but  t  he  bc.uily  of  the.se  compensates 
for  the  small  number.  'Pile  northeastern  limit  of  the  town  is  in  Ple.isant  Pond,  which 
body  of  water  also  lies  in  two  other  towns  ,nul  is  well  known  lo  lishermen.  In  the 
.southeastern  pail  of   lirownlield,  the   r.iilroail   pas.ses  through    he    Poiul  which  was 
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formerly  designated  as  Rattle  Snake  I'ond.  It  has  undergone  changes  aside  from  that 
of  name;  for  prior  to  the  year  1829  its  waters  were  ten  fuct  deeper  and  its  area  was 
twice  that  of  the  present.  In  1826  a  ditch,  to  drain  the  pond,  was  commenced  ;  but  the 
greatness  of  the  project  caused  its  abandonment,  and  three  years  hUer,  during  the  freshet, 
the  water  rose  to  the  level  of  the  ditch  which  had  been  begun,  and  rushed  out  cutting 
the  present  ontlet. 

Perhaps  the  prettiest  body  of  water  in  IJrownfield  is  liiirnt  Meadow  i'ond.  It  is 
about  a  mile  in  diameter  and  nearly  circular  in  shape  with  the  excepti(jn  of  one  long 
peninsula;  while  nearly  in  the  center  of  the  pond  is  a  small  island.  All  can  admire  this 
pond  but  the  casual  observer  knows  nothing  of  a  much  smaller  one,  a  hundred  feel  up 
the  mountain  side.  Shut  in  on  all  sides  by  the  hills,  tlu'  huation  of  this  little  pond 
reminds  one  of  that  of  Hermit  Lake  at  the  foot  of  the  ravine  of  i\!t.  Washington.  At 
one  time  this  pond  covered  fifteen  acres;  Init  it  has  been  lowered  and  at  i)resent  covers 
about  five  acres,    'i'he  water  is  in  no  place  more  than  eight  or  ten  feel  dcej). 

I5rowiiriel(l  is  rich  in  hills,  some  of  which  are  dignitit  d  b\  the  11, line  of  mountains. 
The  most  prominent  arc  l""rost  .\\\<\  Burnt  MeaiUnv,  whiih  .ue  in  full  \-icw  from  the  vil- 
lages of  East  Itrownfiuld  and  llrownheld  Centre,  In  fact  the  latter  \illage  is  encroachc-d 
upon  by  IJurnt  Meadow  Mountain.  Frost  Mountain  has  an  elevation  of  seven  hundred 
feet  above  the  plains,  which  in  turn  are  about  seven  hundred  feet  abo\  e  sea  level.  The 
northern  side  of  this  mountain  is  jKislnre  land  ;  hut  the  othei'  siile>  and  the  \  er)'  top  are 
covered  with  a  growth  of  hard  wood.  'I'hus  the  view  fioni  the  top  is  somewhat  obstructed 
in  most  directions;  but  toward  the  north  it  is  es|ieci.\lly  good.  The  villages  of  I'ryeburg, 
Conway  and  Redstone  can  l)e  pi. linly  seen,  also  the  whole  extent  of  l,o\ewells  I'cjuiI, 
while  in  the  background  lie  the  White  Mountains. 

Tlie  peak  known  as  Burnt  Meadow  Miuuitain  is  near  the  renter  of  the  town.  It  is 
the  first  peak  in  quite  a  range  of  mountains  extending  southward,  and  h.is  .111  altitude  of 
seventeen  hundred  feet  above  se,i  level.  The  sununit  is  easily  accessible  as  on  one  side 
the  slope  is  very  gradiuil.  The  best  view  of  the  two  villages  ol  lliownlield  is  oht, lined 
from  what  is  known  as  'l"he  Ledge,"  which  is  about  two  hundred  feet  lower  lli.iii  the 
summit  of  the  mountain.  .\t  this  point,  Pleasant  Moiml.iin  isdiiecily  in  fiuni  ol  tlie 
observer  and  the  hills  at  the  right  of  it  are  dotted  with  houses:  here  is  llie  village  of 
Denmark.  The  view  from  the  sununit  is  exceedingly  interesting,  i'ow.ird  the  south  the 
contour  of  the  hills  is  such  that  the  observ.Uory,  M.iine  (leneral  I  lospii.d,  several  i  linn  lies, 
together  with  the  harbor  of  Portland  can  he  discerned  with  llu;  naked  eye.  Jiisi  .1  lillle 
to  the  west  are  the  two  mountains  known  as  Soulli  and  Sicjiie.  w  hile  beyond  are  other 
peaks  all  of  which  are  in  the  same  range  .is  I'.uiiil  Me.idow,  Soiiih  .Mountain  is  one 
hundred  feet  lower  than  liurnt  Me.idow,  but  Stone  Mount. lin  is  one  huiidicd  leel  higher, 
being  the  highest  in  the  range.  Half  way  up  (ui  the  side  of  this  iiiomit.iin  \et  Imt  a 
few  rods  from  the  town  road  is  the  old  homeste.id  ol  the  Stone  f,imily. 
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At  the  west  of  tliese  mountains  and  over  the  Raton  hills,  the  ( )ssipee  Mountains  are 
visible.  Facing  directly  toward  the  west,  one  sees  Chocoriia.  Nearer  and  a  little  to  tlie 
right  is  the  long  massive  ridge  of  Moat  Mountain  with  its  "  Sleeping  Indian."  The 
grandest  view  is  to  tiie  northward,  in  this  direciiou  is  Kearsarge  and  IJald  Kare  in 
New  Hampshire  and  Ml.  Koyce  over  which  passes  the  tlivision  line  of  Maine  and  New 
Hampshire,  lieyond  Kearsarge  rises  Mt.  Washington  and  other  peaks  in  the  I'residen- 
tial  Range  of  the  White  Mountains.
